Larson, Village of Antioch trustee

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Tree ordinance gives village 
development flexibility

Verbiage was approved by the 
board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch at a special meeting to fur- 
ther strengthen its ability to govern 
the preservation and replacement of 
trees when PUDs (planned unit 
developments) are proposed. 

The board failed to approve the 
ordinance amending the chapter of 
Antioch* code mat deals with the 
preservation and replacement of 
trees at its regular meeting as board 
members wanted a way to see a 
developer's, plans prior to final plat. 
Previously Bob Silhan, director of 
planning, zoning and building, said, 
"The more information you have at 
the preliminary stage, the better it is 
for both die developer and the vil- 
lage." 

At the special meeting Silhan 
said, "This is a substantial improve- 



ment over last week, and greatly 
improved over what is currently on 
the books." 

Last November trustees voted 
unanimously to approve amend- 
ments to the ordinance governing 
"preservation and replacement of 
trees" without a second reading in 
order to get the stronger language 
on the books. This amendment 
gives' the village more flexibility in 
dealing and negotiating with devel- 
opers. 

Village attorney Donald 
Anderson said, "The village may 
decide to approve a site specific plan 
(during the preliminary plat), but if 
it does not, all the other provisions 
of the ordinance go into affect 
immediately." 

In the future, the board may 
look at amending the ordinance 
again to include all subdivisions and 
not just PUDs that are a variation of 
the subdivision code.

A young driver, with a penchant for Teddy 
Graham crackers, Sobe soft drinks and 
cannabis, found himself in trouble twice in 
five days. 

Steven M. Stewart, 18, of 3361 Victoria, 
Waukegan, was arrested by Lindenhurst 
Police on Sept. 23, and charged with posses- 
sion of cannabis and underage drinking just 
days after the same charges were made. 

On Sept. 19, at 2:38 a.m., Stewart was 
found by Lindenhurst Police, sleeping in his 
car parked on Robincrest and Quail. At that 
time, he was found to be in possession of a cig- 
arette containing a substance that field tested 
positive as cannabis. 

A breath test yielded a result of .054 BAC. 

At that time, Stewart was charged with 
possession of cannabis, "zero tolerance" (for 
underage drinking), driving widi tinted win- 
dows and failure to notify die secretary of state 
of an address change. 

He was released on a $1 ,000 1-bond, pend- 
ing an appearance in Waukegan courtroom C-

At the time, police took inventory of the fol- 
lowing items: a stump of a marijuana cigarette, 
a "key-chain-sized" scale, cigarette rolling 
papers, a 20-ounce bottle of Sobe Lightning soft 



drink and a 3-ounce bag of Teddy Grahams. The 

items were taken into evidence. 

Five days later, Teddy Grahams reap- 
peared in a repeat performance. 

On Aug. 23, at 4:10 a.m., Lindenhurst 

Police observed a vehicle with darkly tinted 
windows driving diagonally across the parking, 
lot of Eagle Market, at Grand Avenue, just east 
of Munn Road. 

The car, later discovered to be driven by 
Stewart, turned onto Munn and then made a 
wide turn onto Mallard Ridge Drive, and from 
there, to Dittmer Lane. 

On Dittmer, the car drove up the left side of 
the 2-lane road, finally turning left into a park- 
ing lot. 

When asked for his license, Stewart pro- 
duced die citation from the previous arrest. 
Detecting an odor of alcohol on Stewart's per- 
son, and an odor of burnt cannabis in the car, 
police requested the occupants of the car take 
PBTs (preliminary breath tests). 

A passenger in the rear seat tested at .000 
BAC, and was not charged. 

Stewart failed four of four field sobriety 
tests, and tested at .052 BAC on die PBT. He 
admitted drinking "one-and-a-half or two 
beers." A subsequent breath test yielded a 
result of .017 BAC. He was asked to submit to 
blood and urine tests, but refused, saying he 
expected to test positive for cannabis. 
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Persons charged with a crime are innocent until proven guilty in a court of law. 
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John E. Miller, 44, of 34750 Oak Ave., 

Ingleside, was arrested for driving under the 
influence of alcohol on Aug. 20 at 1:33 a.m. 
on die 1000 block of Main Street. 

Police saw Miller's vehicle strike against 
the right side of the curb has he headed 
north on Main Street. When the officer 
requested his driver's license, the strong odor 
of alcoholic beverage was detected on 
Miller's breath. 

Miller failed all field sobriety tests 
requested of him and was arrested for DUI. 
He was transported to the Antioch Police 
Department and issued a citation for that 
offense. 

He submitted to chemical testing that 
resulted in .121 blood alcohol concentration. 
Miller was given additional citations for DUI 
over .08 and improper lane usage. He was 
released on personal recognizance pending 
court.

Pass a school

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With school back in session, a reminder 
about driving laws with regard to school buses 
and crosswalks is in order. 

"The penalty is hefty/' said DeL Daryl 
Youngs of the Antioch Police Dept "Passing a 
school bus requires a mandatory court 
appearance." One or more offenses can result 
in eidier the suspension or revocation of one's 
driver's license. 

According to Youngs, the rules are based 
on whether or not children are present One 
cannot pass a school bus if the arm is extend- 
ed, if the buses are lined up with children pre- 
sent. "A car must stop before meeting die bus 
(from either direction, when children are pre- 
sent and the arm is out)," said Youngs. "This 
includes when you're on a private road or on 
school property." 

The exception to this rule is when one is 
coming from die opposite direction on a four- 
lane road or highway. In that situation, it is not 
necessary stop but Youngs cautioned, "Unless 
the road is divided by a concrete median, you 
are taking the chance of a kid running out in 
front of you." 

With regard to crosswalks, whether school 
crosswalks or otherwise, Youngs said, "We are 
obligated to give pedestrians die right away. 
Sometimes you can see someone waiting in an 
official painted crosswalk forever and no cars 
stop. People get in a hurry and either don't want 
to or forget that they are supposed to stop. 

Youngs added, "It's good to get this type of 
information out at the beginning of the school 
year to give people a reminder. 
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Cedar Lake Road, near Monaville. A random 
license plate check found him wanted on a 
warrant from Lake County for failure to 
appear on a domestic battery charge. He 
posted $900 cash on a $9,000 bond, and was 
released pending appearance in Waukegan 
courtroom C-120 on Aug. 30, at 9 a.m.

Teens, juveniles arrested in marina burglaries

Two 17-year-olds and two juve- 
niles were arrested in two separated 
and unrelated marina burglaries in 
unincorporated Antioch. 

"The arrests came through 
investigation," said Sgt. Gary 
Govekar with the Lake County 
Sheriffs Department. "Our investi- 
gators did a fine job." 

Govekar said both Michael B. 
Johnson, 17, of 23505 Beach Grove 
Road, Antioch, and Amber Moser, 
17, of 30 Point Place, Fox Lake, were 
charged as adults in the two burglar- 
ies. 

Johnson and another Juvenile 



from Antioch allegedly burglarized the 
Inland Harbor Marina, on Broadway, 
Antioch. Three trailers were burglar- 
ized and two golf carts were stolen. 

A total of $4,650 in property was 
recovered that included stereo and 
camera equipment as well as a few 
miscellaneous items in addition to 
the two golf carts. Johnson and the 
juvenile were charged with three 
counts of residential burglary and 
two counts of theft for the golf carts, 

Moser and a different Antioch 
juvenile face charges for allegedly 
entering 20 boats for the purposes of 
committing thefts at the New Port 
Cove Marina, on Bluff Lake Road, 
Antioch. Ten of the boats entered 

had Hems removed from them. 



"Mostly stereo equipment was 
taken," said Govekar. "Kenwood 
was the preferred brand." 

Property totaling $1,350 was 
recovered that included two 
Kenwood CD radio stereos were 
taken, as well as two Kenwood amps 
and speakers. Additionally a pair of 
Sony speakers was taken and two 
Motorola two-way radios. 

Moser is charged with one 
count of possession of stolen prop- 
erty and the juvenile is charged with 
20 counts of burglary. Additional 
arrests arc expected in this matter. 

"These oltenses are all probation- 
able," said Govekar. "Burglary is a class 

2 felony and can carry 3-7 years, but 
there Is no mandatory sentencing."

uburn, Cord, Duesenberg-— these 
three classic car brand names trip 
easily off the tongues of car enthusi 
asts around the world. The annual 
Auburn Cord Duesenberg 
Festival, through Sept. 2 in 
Auburn, Ind, which brings 
300,000 visitors to the small 
northeast Indiana town where the 
history of the cars intertwines, 
guarantees that the names will 
not soon be forgotten. 

But that wasn't always the case. This 
year, 2002, marks the 50th anniversary of the 
Auburn-Cord-DuesenbergClub. From this 
tiny seed, a large and still growing interest in 
the history of these classic cars took root. 

In the early 1950s, Auburns, Cords and 
Duesenbergs that now sell for millions of 
dollars sat in used car lots, junkyards and 
barns. They were 





in danger of following the fate of hundreds of 
other early automobile brands, which had 
sprouted with giddy ambition all over 
America's Midwest early in the 20th century 
but quickly shriveled under intense 
competition to become mere his- 
torical footnotes. 

There was something 

special, however, about 
Auburn, Cord and 
Duesenberg cars, something 

that wouldn't let them die. 

First, there was the bittersweet automo- 
tive love story behind their creations. Super 
car salesman Errett Lobban (E.L) Cord 
wanted. to build a transportation empire and 
rule over it as king. In 1926, after performing 
miracles of management and promotion, he 
completed his revival of the dying Auburn 
Automobile Company of Auburn, Ind. and 
assumed its total control. 

Later that year, he bought the stylishly 
stodgy but technologically inspired 
Duesenberg Automobile and Motors ' 
Corporation of Indianapolis. And, in 1929, 
he created a new, shockingly innov- 
ative car brand, one that bore his 
own name — Cord. 

In the late 1920s and early 1930s, 
with Cord's automotive empire 
based in Auburn, the cars reached 
an apex of style, speed, performance 
and popularity. 
Then, from the dizzy heights of success, 
Auburn Automobile Co. fell and landed in 
bankruptcy. 

It closed its doors in 1937. 
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for an auto - 
graph signing. 

Plans for other 
popular Cubs 
and Bears play- 
ers are in the 
works. But as 
Smith is fast 
finding out, it's a 
business to the 
players as well. ' 
"Ernie Banks 
could cost as 
much as 

$10,000 to have him in for only two hours. 

Brian Urlacher is even more than that," 

Smith said. "I hope to have more signings." 
As if building one of the county's largest 

stocks of sports memorabilia wasn't enough, 









Justin-Grant Collectibles now boasts what's 
called the largest selection of paper currency 
in the county. 

About three months ago, Grant started 
subleasing space in his store to Mike 
Moczalla, a coin collector and seller. 



"I originally had some coins for sale 
myself," Smith said. "But people would laugh 
and snicker at the collection. Mike's collec-

"I have a selection of larger-size currency 
too, stuff you didn't know existed, currency 
from a bygone era," Moczalla said. "I started 
collecting again as something to pass down to 
the kids. But it's a passion for me again now."

It's apparent that Sy's sprockets 
might be wound a bit tight when he 
lays into the technician responsible 
for maintaining the color balance 
on the photo machine. It must be 
perfect. Further proof develops 
when we realize he has been run- 
ning extra copies of Nina's prints 
for some time, for his own personal 
use. While looking at the Yorkin 
family photos in the restaurant 
where he apparently eats each 
evening, when his regular waitress 
asks if that is his family, he says 
"Yes." Later, in a chilling scene in 
Sy's starkly bare apartment, we see 
his rogue's gallery of pictures of 
Nina and her family. 

He spots Maya in a picture on 
the wall; she is an employee of 
Nina's husband Will (Michael 
Vartan). That's where Sy has seen 
her before. He becomes curious 
about the reality of the perfect fam- 
ily that he has created in his mind. 

"One Hour Photo" is interesting 
in many of its social observations 
and masterful with respect to the 
ending. Group photos at funerals 
notwithstanding, people tend to 
take pictures only of happy times. 
"No one takes photos of something 
they want to forget," says Sy. 
Photos are for future generations; 
they are taken because "I was here 
and someone cared enough to take 
my picture." Insight is provided 
on how a person crosses the line 
from eccentricity to insanity. 

One of the reasons people 
loved "The Sixth Sense" was that so 
many notions became clear about 
prior events in the film when you 
saw the ending. It is the satisfaction 
similar to when you complete a 
complex puzzle. Pay close attention 
to the words spoken by Detective 
Van Der Zee (Eriq La Salle) in the 
opening scenes and that will help 
you decide what is real or not in the 
end.

Still connected with the mob, state 
government and the department of 
corrections parole board, Ripstein 
arranges a fight between Hutchens 
and the Iceman. Motivation for 
Hutchens is that he can make 
money to send to his family on the 
outside; for the Iceman, his sen- 
tence will be reduced. Ripstein con- 
vinces the warden to take a vaca- 
tion during the time of the fight and 
chief guard Merker (Michael 
Rooker) makes the arrangements, 
as this is how he makes money on 
the side. Everybody stands to make 
a big payday on this deal. 

The Iceman is "celebrity arro- L 
gant" and thinks he can solve any 
problem and get anything with his 
fists, his strength, money, fame or 
desire. Hutchens is self-described as 
a man who lives in h\s mind. He cre- 
ates intricately detailed structures 
out of toothpicks. He's resigned to 
life in prison and could care less 
about beating Chambers initially. 
When both boxers have something 
to gain by a match, the game is on. 
Chambers has an additional motiva- 
tion because he has alienated all the 
factions inside the prison, including 
the warden, the black gangs coali- 
tion and the white neo-Nazis. Much 
of what is conveyed about prison life 
appears to be real such as black 
against white and questions you 
don't ask other prisoners such as 
"Why are you in here?" Having a 
boxing circuit in prisons and bring- 
ing in bookies from Las Vegas to see 
the fight in limousines may be 
stretching it a bit, but hey, this is not 
meant to be a documentary. 

The fight is done widiout body 
doubles. Snipes and Rhames do the 
boxing scenes themselves. The 
movie audience was into it to the 
point that it was appropriate for 
people to speak out. This film has 
one of the more meaningful one- 
word titles— when it's over you 
truly do understand the meaning of 
an "Undisputed" boxing tide.

The developer is asking that 29.6 acres be 
zoned B-3 (business service and wholesale) 
and that 25.8 acres be zoned R-l for eventual 
use for either an elementary or middle school. 

During this same public hearing, 
Neumann Homes will make a formal petition 
for the development of 960 dwelling units on 
450.25 acres (the Anest/ Homer White proper- 
ties less the 200+ acres sold to the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District).

1999 Honda Prelude, attempted to pass 
Pries, who was driving a white Mitsubishi 
Eclipse. 

Both drivers accelerated. Legaspi-Buduan 
attempted to move to die right, in front of 
Pries, to avoid oncoming traffic. At that point, 
at a speed of more Uian 65 mph, he lost control 
of the car, and struck a utility pole on the north 
side of the road. 

He and his passenger, Alexander Brown, 
15, of Lake Villa, were killed instantly. Pries left 
the scene without stopping.

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As Illinois high school students 
pack their backpacks for school 
each night, they might want to make 
room for one more item this year — 

a cell phone. 

Gov. George Ryan signed a bill 
this month that authorizes the use 
of cell phones on school property, 
repealing the previous ban on them 
in school. 

However, it is up to each individ- 
ual school district to vote on 
whether or not they want to imple- 
ment the bill in their district. 

"By lifting the ban, it enables the 
local school district to determine 
whether or not cell phones are 
allowed on school grounds," Gov. 
Ryan's spokeswoman Wanda Taylor 
said. "It's up to the school boards 

now." 

The bill replaces decade-old leg- 
islation that prohibited cell phones 
in school because they were primar- 



ily used for criminal activity, which 
Taylor said is an outdated perspec- 

tive. 

"Over time, cell phone usage has 
changed;, it's more commonplace 
and an everyday thing," she said. 
There's no longer that negative 
aspect, just about everyone has 

one." 

The central role cell phones 

played in national tragedies such as 

the Columbine shootings and Sept. 

11 also prompted the bill's passage. 

"With Columbine, they had cell 
phones and were able to summon 
help so police knew where the stu- 
dents were and they could call their 
parents," Taylor said. "Even with 
Sept. 11, people on the planes had 
cell phones and they were able to 
. leave messages for their family 
members."

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Organic mosquito abatement methods help preserving ecology

With the emergence of West Nile virus, 
communities everywhere are rushing to find 
ways to substantially decrease mosquito pop- 
ulations. Lake County is no exception. 

Although no human cases of West Nile 
have appeared in the county, a number of 
dead birds have been found infected with the 
virus. Most of the birds found were blue jays 
and crows, the two most common carriers of 
the disease. While the county leaves mosquito 
control up to each municipality, it is taking 
steps to monitor and control mosquitoes in 
forest preserves. 

The county has contracted with Roselle- 
based Clarke Mosquito control, one of the 
nation's largest firms of its kind, to take sam- 
ples of mosquitoes in traps located in the pre- 
serves and die unincorporated areas of the 
county. 



"This is die first step in die process," said 
Lake County Board Chair Suzi Schmidt. 

Meanwhile, Clarke has been employed to 
actively control mosquitoes in 40 municipali- 
ties in the county. When it comes to deciding 
how to control mosquitoes, two factions are 
emerging. 

There are those that want to take a "bomb 
them into the stone age" approach, and hit 
the pests with every chemical known to man, 
including DDT, which was banned in die 
1960s because of its harmful effects on 
humans. 

At the other extreme are the "tree hug- 
gers" who do- not want to harm any living 
creature, no matter what. Somewhere in the 
middle there is a course of action that might 
protect humans from the threat of mosquito- 
borne illnesses without compromising the 

food chain. 

New biological technology uses naturally 
occurring bacteria called Bacillus

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Thuringiensis Israelensis" (BTI), named for 
Israel, the place where it was first discovered. 
The bacteria, introduced into stagnant pools 
where mosquitoes breed, feeds on mosquito 
and black fly larvae, but is otherwise harmless 
to mammals, fish and other insects. 

It works within 4-24 hours of application. 
Larvae ingest the bacillus, which then 
"explodes in their gut," according to George 
Balis, an entomologist employed by Clarke. 
Larvae typically take 5-7 days to mature, so 
this interruption in their life cycle arrests 
reproduction. The bacillus is harmless to any- 
thing but mosquitoes and black flies. It can 
pass dirough the food chain wiUi no effect 
whatsoever on fish or mammals. 

Fogging approaches killed adult mosqui- 
toes, but leave larvae still able to hatch. Some, 
lying dormant in a pupa stage dirough die 
winter, hatch in the spring. 

Some of die chemicals used in the past 
had harmful effects on humans and other ani- 
mals. Although die sprays now used are safer, 
Clarke's experience has shown there is more 
than one way to kill a mosquito. Balis advo- 
cates what the EPA calls "integrated pest man- 
agement" (IPM), which it describes as an eco- 
logically-based strategy that relies heavily on 
natural mortality factors and seeks out control 
tactics that are compatible with those factors. 

The approach uses a variety of techniques, 
based on surveillance of the area affected. 

"We need to use die ecology of insects to 
our advantage," Balis said. He explained how 
it is impossible to eradicate mosquitoes 
endrely, but with continued mosquito abate- 
ment, the spread of disease can be controlled. 

In both personal and ecological mosquito 
control, a delicate balance is required. Too lit- 
tle preventive action and mosquitoes can 
overtake an area. Too much interference and 
the cure can be worse than die problem. ; 

"According to die EPA, all the products 
now used in mosquito control are safe when 
used as labeled," Balis said. "I stress 'as 
labeled.'" The entomologist noted that many 
people are tempted to believe if a little is good, 



more is better. 

"These products are designed to be used 

widi low dosages," he remarked. The "same 
caudons that apply to sprays, fogging and 
other methods also apply to personal protec- 
tion. While DEET (N,N-diethyl-m-toluamide 
or, sometimes, N,N-diethly-3-methylbe- 
namide) is not harmful when used as directed, 
it can present problems when misapplied. 
Guidelines for use of DEET are as follows: 

Use enough repellent to cover exposed 
skin or clothing. Do not apply repellent to skin 
that is under clothing. Heavy application is 
not necessary to achieve protection. Do not 
apply repellent to cuts, wounds or irritated 
skin. After returning indoors, wash treated 
skin with soap and water. Do not spray 
aerosol or pump products in enclosed areas. 
Do not apply aerosol or pump products 
directly to your face. 

Spray your hands and then rub them care- 
fully over die face, avoiding eyes and mouth. 
The most basic precaution to control mosqui- 
toes is die elimination of stagnant water, 
where mosquitoes lay eggs. Areas often over- 
looked include small inflatable pools, bird 
badis, watering cans and old tires. Swimming 
pools treated with chlorine are not susceptible 
to mosquito breeding. 

"A cover on a pool, where water has col- 
lected, can be a bigger tiireat than the pool 
itself," Balis noted. According to Balis, a cup of 
water can provide more than enough room for 
mosquitoes to breed in. "People need to 
remember to turn cans upside down and flush 
out pools and birdbaths every couple of days," 
he suggested. 

Additional precautions include avoiding 
the outdoors during dawn and dusk, and cov- 
ering up with clothing. For more information 
about West Nile virus, visit the state health 
department web site at www.idph.state.il.us 
or the county health web site at 
www.co.lake.il.us/healtii.

f they haven't already, Mundelein Park and Recreation District 
directors would do well to reconsider their well-guarded deci- 
sion to withdraw from the Special Recreation Assn. of Central 
Like County. Their vote to pull out of the highly respected orga- 
nization providing recreational opportunities for special needs chil- 
dren was a surprise act of bombshell proportions. 

After a 25-year affiliation with the quasi-public organization, 
supported by neighboring communities including Lincolnshire, 
Libertyville, Lake Zurich, Grayslake and Vernon Hills, the decision 
shocked parents and elected officials alike. 

What is more shocking is the blurred and brief reason offered by 
the directors who said their decision had nothing to do with the 
quality or dimension of services offered. The reason offered boiled 
down to "we think we can do better on our own." 

SRACLC is supported with locally-raised taxes, grants and fees paid 
by parents. As non-residents, Mundelein residents are looking at a fee 
of more dian $1,700 a year to keep their children active in the program. 
Like any social agency, SRACLC has administrative expenses and 
overhead costs. Waukegan and Zion were members in die early years 
of the organization, but dropped membership for reasons similar to 
those offered by the Mundelein directors. It's debatable wheUier the 
former members provide services comparable to those provided by 
the specially trained professionals who produce mainstream pro- 
grams for children who might otherwise be left out. Special Olympics 

is a notable SRACLC program. 

Mundelein's contribution totalled $83,540 tliis year. Fifty-two 
youngsters were involved in 409 activities. If the directors think they 
can do the same job more reasonably widi a home-grown perspec- 
tive, let them produce their figures. So far they haven't. Parents are 

angry with both the action and die silence.

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"re-program" the child with new behaviors. 
Now, the concept is simple, but it is also spe- 
cific. What I mean by this is that you cannot 
just practice any old behavior to correct the 
problem behavior. Let's use your smile exam- 
ple to demonstrate what I mean. I have had 
many people come in with kids who they 
think are depressed because they don't smile. 
When I see a kid who does this, I give the kid 
and parent a very simple exercise to do each 
day. I ask them to look into a mirror once a 
day and make the facial expression of a smile. 
The 1st week we do 10 times each day. The 
2nd week we do 20 times each day. The 3rd, 
we do 30. Of course, we stop at a reasonable 
number and then continue doing it for a 
while. The amount of time depends on when 
we start to see natural improvement. What I 
mean by natural improvement is when you 
start seeing smiles develop more sponta- 
neously. Many people might look at this way 
of doing things and think that it is not possible 
to create a happy feeling by doing this exer- 
cise, but I will tell you that I have seen if work 
over and over again. Just the practice and feel- 
ing of making your facial muscles work that 
way does create a better feeling. If you force 
yourself to frown, you can feel a bad feeling. If 
you force your face into a smile, it is the oppo- 
site. Just the act of doing that small thing can 
lessen the stress enough to think more clearly 
later on. Now, clearly, if someone has a lot of 
serious emotional issues going on in their life 
that require support at this time, this exercise 
is not enough for that person, but for most 
kids I have met, this does work well. 

What is truly interesting about this is that 
in the old days, the beginning of my practice, I 
used to see kidswho didn't smile and I would 
sit down with them and talk to them about 
their lives, trying, like the good therapist I 
wanted to be, to dig up something that was 
making them feel unhappy. 10 times out of 10, 
the kids I was seeing did not have anything 
they were unhappy about. It was just a habit 
they had developed. Thus, the reason why 
these exercised work. I'm hot saving that look- 
ing for under y 

think that once you have ruled out underlying 
issues, practice is the key. 

I have also had die great pleasure of using 
the exact same philosophy in my program 
working with kids who go off task You know 
the kind I mean. They are called distractible. 
They are said to be unable to focus on work. 
They are also said to be Unable to sit still. 
When I work with this, it is no different than 
the smile example. Through intense practice 
and self-control techniques and exercises, I 
have watched so many wonderful kids be able 
to focus, sit still and drop the distractibility. 
The greatest part about the practice part of 
this is that when the child reaches that goal of 
better concentration and better results in 
school and life because of it, that child knows 
it was his or her hard work and practice that 
got him or her there. That is a very rewarding 
thing to see and to be very honest I feel very 
blessed to be able to see that happen. I never 

get tired of that "high!" 

Even for the many parents who have cho- 
sen to have their kids on medication for this 
stuff, I believe that it is very necessary that the 
treatment not end with the medication. It is 
important for these kids to also have the ben- 
efit of practice and repetition to help build the 
skills that these kids did not learn for one rea- 
son or another. The skills of self-control and 
attention. 

Never underestimate the power of prac- 
tice and repetition. If you repeat anything long 
enough and enough times, it will become a 
part of your soul. Just to be clear here, I am 
not talking about barraging a child over and 
over again witii words. I am talking about 
repeating actions that are the opposite of 
what comes naturally. The exercises I do, are 
specifically designed to have kids do the 
opposite of distractible behavior, the opposite 
of off- task behavior, the opposite of out of 
control behavior. It's in the action, not the 
talk. So, don't read this and just start talking to 
our child about it Remember that actions 
speak louder than words.

Lee, a competitor for his native country 
Taiwan on the bobsleigh team at the Winter 
Games in Salt Lake City, experienced a much 
rougher ride on the drive home after the 
Games last March.

Robert Grever, a former Lake County 
Board chairman and a 20-year board mem- 
ber, pleaded not guilty to 12 counts filed 
against him by a Lake County Grand Jury. 

Robert Will, his defense attorney, 
explained the strategy behind Grever's defense. 

"It is our position that Grever did not vio- 
late any criminal laws. There are 12 counts of 
official misconduct against him, .but nothing, 
mat he had to do was mandatory. 
There is no statute that says he 
has to inform the board on gen- 
eral assistance procedures. 

Will said that information is 
open to anyone through 
Freedom of Information Act 
requests. "It was discussed by 
the board when the bills began 
not to be paid," he said. 

Ruth Grever, Robert 
Grever's ex-wife, paid the first 
four bills for her mother., Marie 
Chvojka, to stay at Winchester House. But 
despite Grever's urging, Ruth Grever stopped 
paying die bill. This came at a time that Ruth 
Grever was seeking a divorce, described as 
"messy" during court proceedings. 

Prosecutors had an administrator of 
Winchester House, a home for county senior 
citizens, testify, as well as Grever's secretary, 
while he was supervisor. The case was expect- 
ed to last through the week on Judge Mary 
Seminara Schostok's courtroom. 

Grever is charged with 12 counts of official 
misconduct. Prosecutors state Grever, when 
he was Ela Township supervisor, failed to 
. notify the town board of a bill of his mother- 
in-law, Chvojka, was not paid in 1991 to 1996 
when she was at Winchester House. 

"It is important that Mr. Grever did not 
gain anything monatarily. There is question of 
motive. Standards are different from civil court 
to criminal court He was a aware that the 
State's Attorney was investiEatine the case, but 
was surprised 
pie, knows how die system works," Will said. 



Grever, 66, of 2155 N. Quentin Rd., was 
charged by a Lake County Grand Jury with 
official misconduct and failure to pay Ela 
Township owed fees. 

"He owned the township $194,000, with 
$200,00 including interest. It is four a five-year 
period, but his actions cover seven years. He 
failed to disclose a debit to the township, 
something that is required before every town 
meedng. He is charged with six counts of offi- 
cial misconduct," said George Strickland, 
chief of the criminal division of Lake County 

State's Attorney office. 
[ Grever's mother-in-law was in 
the Libertyville-based Winchester 
House for the five years.' Grever is 
charged with failing to perform a 
mandatory duty; acting in excess of 
lawful authority for himself, his ex- 
wife Ruth Grever and his mother-in 
law, and for concealing debt, failing 
to collect on the debit. 

The state alleges that Ruth Grever

former wife. "The estate has little or no money 
to pay the county," Strickland said. 

Grever was arrested at his home on Feb. 
20 by Lake County Sheriffs Department 
deputies. After his arrest last winter, he was 
allowed to be released on recognizance bond. 

Grever, of Kildeer, served for 10 years on 
the Lake County Board, serving as chairman 
from 1996-98. He was township supervisor 
from 1981 until he lost his seat in 2001 to 
Kimberly Tinnerella. 

Strickland said that present and former 
Ela Township officials will be called to testify. 

Grever's former administrative assistant, 
Lynn Staples, testified that she sent bills to 
Ruth Grever that totaled $195,000. Robert 
Greyer knew of the bills, but did not take 
action on them, Strickland said. 

"The bills continued a couple of years after 
she died. She was entitled to be there, but Ha tax-

It doesn't matter. You can give him the 
ball or he'll simply take it from you. 
It's no secret that this year's Carmel 
High School football team is loaded 
with talent. On offense, defense and special 
teams, the Corsairs should make a serious 
run at another Class 6A State Playoff semifi- 
nal appearance. 

And one player that will excel in every 
facet will be senior Sean Walker. 

Walker will play, offense, he'll play 
defense, and he'll play on special teams. 
"He's a difference maker in all three 
areas," head coach Andy Bitto said 
ofWalker.

At 6-foot, 3-inches and 220 pounds, 
Walker speed is blazing. He still clocks in at 
4.65 seconds in the 40-yard dash. As a part of 
the Corsair defense last year, he was sixth on 
the team in tackles. His prowess also forced 
five fumbles, one that he returned for a 
touchdown. If that wasn't enough, Walker's 
speed also resulted in five quarterback sacks. 
All this and he only played on defense part 
the year. 

On the other side of the ball, the tight 
end and wide out Walker caught 37 passes 
for 579 yards and 6 scores. 

According to Bitto, Walker will see action 
out of the backfield this season, probably at 
the slot back or wing back position. 

"We need to get him the ball at least 15- 
20 times a game," Bitto said. "He'll be back 
there when we go to the option. Instead of 
having to throw it to him, we'll just give it to 
him." 

Also a standout catcher on the baseball 
diamond and regarded as a high draft pick 
for most Major League Baseball teams, 
where Walker goes after his last year of high 
school is still in question. 

"He's probably the best football player in 
Lake County," Bitto said. "I know he's the 
best baseball player."

When weighing in on how walker would 
fair if decided on football Bitto said, "He's 
definitely a Big Ten player.

* Notre Dame." 

Bitto has coached, as an assistant and 
head coach, for 18 years overall. He's 
coached great athletes such as St. Louis 
Rams' Jeff Zgonina, now in his 10th year as 
an NFL defensive tackle, and Scott 
Stahoviak, a former third and first baseman 
for the Minnesota Twins and Chicago Cubs. 
Stahoviak presently serves as an assistant 
baseball coach for the University of Illinois- 
Chicago. 

When asked of where Walker ranks with 
players such as these, Bitto was quick to 
respond.

Rarely is a football player important to the team in every 
aspect of the game. But Grayslake senior Ryan Glynn is cer- 
tainly that if not more. 

In fact, if Glynn only played his primary position — outside 
linebacker, where he led the team in tackles in 
2001— he would still arguably 
be the team's most valuable player. 

"Ryan is one of our better defensive play- 
ers," said Head Coach Vito Andriola. "He's 
also starting to become much more physical 
on the field." 

But his contributions to the team don't 
stop there, as he is also the Rams' punter, 
averaging over 36 yards per punt a season 
ago. 

"He's a tremendous punter," said 
Andriola, "probably the best in the (FVC)." 

Glynn's contributions on defense and special teams fit in 
perfectly with the personality of the Grayslake team. 

"We are such a defensive and special teams-oriented 
team," said Andriola. "And he is a big weapon on 
both." 

Glynn also occasionally sticks his nose in on the offensive 
side of the ball in the backfield, gaining nearly 200 rushing 
yards with a pair of touchdowns 

last year. 

He is also a major part of the Rams' intangibles. As a senior 
captain, he is expected to be one of the main leaders on the

"He's a great leader," said Andriola. "I expect leaders to 
keep the team together when there's adversity and that's what 

he's been doing." 

But if you had not seen Glynn on the field, just talking to 
him you would think he was any other player on the team. 
"If I make a tackle it's only because the linemen did a heck 

of a job pursuing the ball carrier," said Glynn. 
"And punting is easy. The credit (for my high 
average) goes to the guys that fly to the ball to 
tackle the returner." 

Although Glynn is humble, Andriola cer- 
tainly is not when describing him. 

"Ryan and I have gotten to be close," the 
coach said. 

"He does a great job leading, he's very 
coachable and he's the hardest worker I've 
ever seen in 22 years of 
coaching." 

Andriola is not the only one impressed with 
Glynn's play as several major schools including: Georgetown, 
Dartmouth, the University of Alabama and the University of 
Washington have expressed interest in Glynn. 

But college is the furthest thing from Glynn's mind right 

now. 

"I just want to take it one step at a time," said Glynn. "Right 
now my main focus is our first game against Cary-Grove (on 

Aug. 30)." 

If you would like to see Glynn and the rest of the Rams 
in action, Grayslake will host Cary-Grove on Aug. 30 at 7:45 
p.m. 
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"The community has been very receptive and the kids are 
very excited," said new Wauconda High football coach Glen 
Kozlowski. 

Kozlowski, a former Chicago Bear and radio sports talk 
show personality, brings the enthusiasm of a freshman on his 
first day to the Bulldogs' camp. 

"There is conditioning and men there is football condition- 
ing. We want to get them into football shape, and to know 
where to go on our offense and defense. Ninety percent of our 

practices is about game situations," Kozlowski said. 

Kozlowski, a.k.a. "the Koz", has 38 varsity players propping 
for the Aug. 30 clash with Harvard. Senior quarterback Jack 
Kopacz will be the signal-caller. But many other seniors, some 
back after sitting out a year or more, hope to bring respectabil- 
ity to WHS football. WHS was 2-7 last year and has yet to win a 
NSC Prairie game in two years. 

"We need to get to the mental part of the game, too, to get 
them mentally ready to play. We are going to set goals for our- 
selves. We want to change the way people think about 
Wauconda football; that everyone wants to schedule us for 
their homecoming," Kozlowski said after a morning practice. 

The "Koz", who coached youth football in Libertyville after his 
NFL career ended, likes what he sees in Kopacz. "I would be disap- 
pointed if he was not one of the top performers in the conference. 
He works hard, and has paid his dues, as he has been on the varsi- 
ty since he was a sophomore," said the rookie head coach. 

Also back is Mike Jablonski, who plays wide receiver and 
defensive back. He will be joined in the secondary by Matt 
Crocker, who will "cover the other team's best receiver." 

Dan Kimlinger and Dustin Hidgon, who did not play last 









year, could be top seniors as well, from running back and the 
line. Custer and Mark Fitzanko are among the early standouts 
on the line. Shawn Waits, a junior, and Mookie Kroepfl also are 
included in a "nice size line. The kids have worked hard in trie 
weight room this year in preparation. If,you're not in a winter 
or spring sport, you should be in the weight room. But I am in 
favor of the Uvo or three sport athlete," Kozlowski said. 

Kozlowski is fully aware that he is a rook when it comes to 
the tough NSC wars. 

"Some of the best coaches of the state are here. I know that 

1 will learn my lessons, but I always enjoyed working with kids 

and these are my kids now. We are still trying to focus on goals 
as a team. I asked them, do 'you want to throw for 3,000 yards 
or 1,500 yards and win the conference?," he said. 

Kozlowski has assembled a coaching staff that includes 
assistants David Mills as defensive coordinator, Andrew 
Burton, John Hansen and Jason Beluski on the varsity. Kurt 
Rohlwing, Matt Smyth and Bart Garrison coach the sopho- 
mores with John Teichman, John Slaughter and Ray Porten on 
the freshman level. "They have all been winners at their levels 
in the past," Kozlowski said. 

Wauconda will use the 3-4 base defense with a multiple 
look on offense. 

One team strength is having two field goal kickers: Brian 
Centella and Dave Self. 

Also on the to-be watched list include Custer at center, Kim 
Linger, a senior running back. 

Kozlowski had nice things to say about his predecessor, 
Bob Kasper, saying Kasper helped teach the team about values 
and dedication and how to be quality students. 

Of note: Steve Glomski, of last year's squad and a NSC all- 
conference selection, is attending University of Chicago where 
he will play football. 
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Wauconda High Head Coach Glen Kozlowski is hoping 
to bring a new brand of enthusiasm to the Bulldog 
program in his first year at the helm. The Koz', a for- 
mer Chicago Bear wide receiver, grew up in where 
else — Wauconda. 
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The high school football playoffs are the 
only I. U.S.A. tournament for which teams 
qualify on the basis of their regular-season 
records. There are currently 552 schools play- 
ing 11 -man varsity football. However, six 
Chicago Public League conferences compris- 
ing 34 teams are not eligible for the playoffs, 
leaving a total of 518 eligible schools. Of these, 
256 will be selected for the playoffs. The fol- 
lowing steps are used to detennine which 
teams receive a playoff berth and how the 
playoff teams are paired. 

The first step is to select the 256 playoff 
teams. The process proceeds as follows: 

1. All champions of conferences with six or 
more teams receive a playoff berth. If two or 
more teams arc tied for the best conference 
record, the conference determines which team 
shall be the representative. In practice, two- 
team ties have always been broken on the 
basis of head-to-head competition when those 
teams have played during the regular season. 
Three- and four-way ties are broken by a vari- 
ety of formulas. • 

2. The remaining schools are sorted by three 
categories: first, by total wins; second, by com- 
bined wins of all opponents (also known as 
"playoff points"); and, third, by combined wins 
of all defeated opponents 

Then starting at the top of a sorted list, 











teams are added to the playoff field until the 
256-team limit is reached. In the event of a tie 
for the 256th position, the following tiebreak- 
ers are applied: head-to-head competition (if 
the teams have met; number of teams played 
that qualified for the playoffs; number of wins 
by teams played that qualified for the playoffs; 
or, a coin flip. 

In practice, teams 
with 9, 0,7, and 6 wins will 
always qualify for the 
playoffs. Teams with 5 
wins are "on the bubble," 
and the tie is broken by 
the number of playoff 
points (the combined 
wins of all opponents). - 
Determining the Classes 

' After the 256 qualifiers have been deter- 
mined, the schools are broken down into eight 
classes of 32 teams each based on their football 
enrollment. A school's football enrollment is 
the larger of the following two figures: the 
school's official enrollment, which is based on 
last year's report to the Illinois State Board of 
Education; or, the split of the difference 
between the school's official enrollment and 
the average enrollment of all opponents after 
throwing out the high and the low.

ball enrollment figures are placed in Class 8A, 
the next largest in Class 7A, and so on down to 
Class 1A. If a tie should occur for the final spot 
in a particular class, a coin flip is used to break 

the tie. 

Important reminder 

It is important to remember that a 
school's classification is not determined until 

the 256-team field has been 
selected on the final day of 
the season. The classes used 
in the Associated Press polls 
are a "best guess" at the final 
determinations, but they are 
unofficial and can be mis- 
leading. The fact that the AP 
ranks a school all season in a certain class has 
no bearing on the school's ultimate classifica- 
tion in the state playoffs. This can be deter- 
mined only at season's end after the entire 
256-team field is selected. 

Seeding the brackets 

Once the 32 teams in a particular class are 
determined; they are seeded manually by the 
I.H.SA Office. Starting with the 2002 playoffs, 
pairings will be made by applying the 
Geographic Principle of I.H.SA State 
Tournament Series. This same principle was 
used for all classes in the 1994 and 1995 play- 







Once the 32 teams for each class have 
been determined, each class will be grouped 
into four quadrants based on the general loca- 
tion of the schools within that class. Then, 
within each quadrant, the seeds are deter- 
mined by sorting the teams by two of the fac- 
tors used to detennine playoff berths: total 
wins and combined wins of all opponents, also 
referred to as playoff points. 

If two or more teams are tied for a partic- 
ular seed, the following tiebreakers are 
applied: head-to-head record (if exactly two 
teams are tied); conference standing (if none 
of the tied teams is an independent); or, by 
random selection by computer. 

A school's ranking in the Associated Press 
poll has no bearing on its seed in the IHSA 
Football Playoffs. The only criteria used to seed 
the teams are those mentioned above. 
Determining the host team 

In the first round, die higher seed hosts the 
game. In subsequent rounds, the school that 
has hosted fewer times during the current play- 
off series hosts the game. If both teams have 
hosted an equal number of times, the higher 
seed hosts the game, but if both teams have the 
same seed, the team with the higher seeding cri- 
teria (wins, playoff points, etc., as listed above) is 
the host. If all these criteria are equal, a coin flip 
decides the home team.

Nothing like a good feast following almost 
two weeks of two-a-day practices. 

Let me tell you, football players love to eat, 
especially after a good work out. 

And there's no better cook than mom. 
Especially lots of nioms. 

Normally, the Antioch mom's cook for 
only the varsity prior to their games, albeit day 
or night, home or away. But last week, as in 
many years past, all levels were treated to a 
smorgasbord of food in the cafeteria, com- 
memorating the conclusion of 'hell week', as it 
is commonly referred to as. 

It all started, oh, about 25 years ago. 

"We tried a lock-in the first year, all with 
an attempt to get the players to bond with one 
another. And we'd cook for all of them," said 
one of the lead moms, Nanci Kiddoo. 
Kiddoo's son Chris is currently a junior tight 
end and linebacker. "But the coaches didn't 
like it (the lock-in). We still wanted to cook, 

though." 

The feast on this day consisted of ham- 
burgers, bratwurst, hot dogs, various fruits 
and salads, cookies, deviled eggs — you name 
it — they prepared it. 

One of the traditional favorites is mostaci- 
olli, which is served both in the evening before 
• games and in the morning of a day game. 

That s one of the favorites among all of 
the players. It's turned into kind of a supersti- 
tious thing— the players got to have it before a 
game," said Kiddoo. "One of the moms CJodi 
Lobrillo) of a former player just moved back 
from Florida. Her recipe was similar to^ours. 
They are both very good." 

Kiddoo said the moms usually prepare a 
main entree consisting of ham, chicken or 
peanut butter and jelly sandwiches. A full 



salad and fruit bar is also prepared. For the 
mid-morning break during two-a-day prac- 
tices, snacks like animal crackers, pretzels, 
watermelon, cantaloupe, oranges and grapes 
are offered. 

"Those fall into the carbohydrate group, 
mosdy for energy," said Kiddoo. 

Speaking of preparation, there's a lot of 
work involved with not only cooking, but 
planning as well. 

"We usually start planning for this in 
January," said Lin Hoogerhyde, whose son 
Brad, a senior, is the starting quarterback. 
"This is my last go at it. I'll be done after Brad's 
done. But I'm sure I'll still help out in one way 
or another. That's kind of the neat thing. You 
get to know everyone, especially after four 
years of doing this." 

And when planning and preparation of 
food isn't on the agenda, the moms are busy 
arranging other tilings like name plaques for 
display above each of the varsity player's lock- 




ers. 






The moms also organize a season-ending 
banquet, where memory books are handed 
out. Various spirit gifts are also given out prior 
to game day, including cardinal socks worn 
for all games, hooded sweatshirts, yard signs, 
roses for senior day and customized sweat 
pants for practices. 

"We also sew all of the names on the play-

ing jerseys, added Hoogerhyde. It took us 
about a day-and-a-half straight to do 160 jer- 
sey's. But we got it done." 

Hoogerhyde and Kiddoo said spirit gifts 
and monies for food depends simply on how 
much money is subsidized to them. 

"None of this is done without any finan- 
cial aid from the school," said Kiddoo. "We 
basically go out and solicit local businesses. 
There are also many donations from the fam- 
ilies."

In an effort to show appreciation to those 
local businesses that have donated, the moms 
have arranged for plaques to be made with 
names of those who have helped out. They 
will be displayed near the football field. 

Some of the money used does come from 
the kids themselves from their summer camp 
fees. 

"I love the program and what they (the 
moms) do for us here," said freshman head 
coach Paul Petty. "It's a great concept. It gets 
the players to socialize with each other. They 
don't just 'eat and run'." 

Senior starting linebacker Scott Gehrke is 
also appreciative of the services provided by 
the mom's of the players.

That's because die Skyhawks have seven players returning on boUi offense and defense. A 
monstrous offensive line will be anchored by Uiree-year starter Kozel, who stands 6-foot, 5- 
inches and tips the scale at 300 pounds. All-conference running back Ackerman (6-1, 200) will 
be the workhorse on offense. Vesely (6-2, 185) also plays on bom sides of the ball while Bays 
and Duncan (5-7, 155) are key leaders. Coach 
Bradshaw feels his team will be right up mere 
with an experienced Burlington Central, 
Richmond-Burton and HunUey, who moved 
from the white to the red division this year. 
HunUey will be on the move again next sea- 
son, when it transitions to the Fox Valley 
Conference. Duncan, Ackerman and Vesley 
join Kozel as diree-year varsity players. The 
personnel is there. Being more physical and 
cutting down on the mistakes are the key.
